OUR KUEAL SCHOOLS 


Sixteen hundred' and forty-five' ener- 


getic young boys and girls from the coun-' 
try have entered the doors of the county 
training schools of "Wisconsin with the pur- 
pose of making teaching their chosen 
•work. This is 332 more students than 
applied for admission last year at this 


• time, or an increase of about twenty-five 
per cent. "Wliy the increase ? It was a sim- 
ple proposition that by increasing salaries 


, enough to pay a return on the investment 


for training, teachers could be secured to 
meet the need for trained instructors. This 
increased enrollment this year is not 
enough to meet the needs of the country 
schools, but it indicates that we are on the 
right track. School boaxdsrare demanding 
trained teschers for the higher salaries, 
and have a right to them. But teachers 
cannot be made in one night. It takes 
from two to four years. 


We have let the rural teaching^ profes- 


sion in particular fall into disrepute among 
young people by years of systematic un- 
der-paying—now we have to "show them." 
To many of them it has to be proved that 
•we did not merely^ raise salaries to tide 
over an emergency and the moment we 
can "we will drop them. In most counties, 
farmers are in earnest about wanting 
trained teachers. They will keep salaries 
at the present level at least, and secure 
them,

with reasonable increases for experience 
and successful teaching, .the right-young 


• people will come into the profession in suf- 


ficient numbers to meet the needs. But

. teachers this year by a determined effort to 
hold qualified teachers and to set a salary 
level which should command training and 
^experience. 


One hundred and forty schools were 


built last year in the jural districts and 
villages'of 57 "Wisconsin counties. This 
speaks .well for those communities who saw 
their children's needs and met them. But 
there are still 636 schools which ought to 


• be built in these same communities. Those 


districts have not realized that many oi 
'their children are losing the foundation 
upon which they might build a successful 
life, 
. Another' solution of the rural school 
problem is consolidation. There were 
twenty-seven consolidations of school dis- 
tricts made in these same counties last 
year. "With 104 rural schools sen-ing less 
than six. children apiece, it" is clear that 
consolidation is the answer in a large 
number of cases. Ashland and Outagamic 
counties head the race in consolidation 
with four consolidations each for last year. 
.They believe, and experience shows, that 
proper consolidation results in increased 
daily attendance, the securing of better 
teachers, better buildings and better 
trained boys and girls who go on and get 
more education.

At an auction sale in an Illinois county- 


seat to close an estate, mining stocks and 
claims which the deceased owner had ap- 
praised at a value of $350,000 were dis- 
posed of for $5-10. The star of luck may 
be imperceptibly watermarked in some of 
this worthless paper, but the chances ra- 
ther are that the price paid was more than 
^reasonable. 


A large cooperative concern, organized 


as a common-law trust, and capitalized at 
several millions of dollars, has just gone 
into bankruptcy. Under this special com- 
mon-law trust, three men hid sole control 
of all the money subscribed, of all the- 
properties, and of the management of the 
business, and", as their only liability was 
in the criminal court, shareholders could 
not forcefully question their honesty or 
efficiently* Thousands of persons mostly 
women, invested in shares in this trust, 
notwithstanding that state officers and 
chambers of commerce had warned them 
fully and clearly as to their risk. 


The foregoing are but commonplace ex- 


amples of the weakness of investors in 
their* eagerness to get rich quick or to 
make larger than ordinary profit on their 
savings. The rich or fairly well-to-do man 
can afford to gamble, but the average per- 
son who has only a few hundred dollars, 
or perhaps a few thousand, plays with 
fate when he lays out his savings in the 
hope' of receiving'-'a quick fortuned 
1- 'There are regular and trustworthy, es-4 
tablishments which sell securities and it _is " 
with them that investors should place their 
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savings. In'a.'gaH16^ chance the'odds' 
are to lose all. 


DEVICES TO MANIPULATE PRICES 
Of general public interest^ is the an-- 


nouncement of the Federal Trade commis- 
sion that there are 141 trade associations 
in the United States which are engaged 
in the collection and exchange of price in- 
formation. In plain terms, members of 
these associations'may use this informa- 
tion to hold up prices, or, as is-sometimes 
said, to stabilize prices. 


Congress should investigate thoroughly 


the methods of organizations which en- 
able price-fixing. Certain business groups 
cooperated during the war under ttys aus- 
pices or with the sanction of the-Federal 
government, and entering into tacit price 
agreements is now a habit with them. The 
commission's reports indicate the extent 
and seriousness of this abuse.

PREVENTION OF MEASLES 
1 


Measles Is responsible for nearly four times as 


many deaths in tills country as scarlet fever causes, 
and more than 20 times as many deaths as smallpox 
causes. 


This disease always puts the victim's life in jeop- 


ardy. And yet there are still a few individuals en- 
cumbering tho earth who advise irresponsible moth- 
ers to expose their children to this fatal/disease 
and "have it over with." This is the most vicious 
practice Imaginable. A great many of us giow up 
without having had measles or scarlet fever, and 
after childhood Immunity unquestionably increases, 
so that few adults are susceptible enough1 to con- 
tract measles provided they are reasonably intelli- 
gent about avoiding infection. JIundr<jds of doc- 
tors and nurses habitually exposed to measles-, scai 
lot fever and other communicable diseases, have 
never had these diseases in childhood and, by in 
telligent precautions in caring for patii-nts, escape 
infection in adult life. 


The virus (no specific'scrm is recognized) is most 


virulent in tho stage before the skin eruption, when 
the patient is just coming down with what usuall> 
is termed a "cold." With the appearance of the 
eruption, after three or four days of coryza. fever- 
ishness and coughing the virulence or infectivity 
of measles seems to diminish again rapidly, so tint 
the flanger from personal contact with the patient 
steadily decreases and is practically over at the 
end of a week or ten days from the initial coryza. 


Now it is customary to exclude children from 


school when they have measles, and in some com- 
munities to isolate them for 10 days, as a measure 
of safety for others. But this is of little value as 
a preventive precaution, because tho child coming 
down with measles has "peppered" all his school- 
mates ot-playmates In the two or three days prior 
to the eruption, Awhile he has been sneezing and 
coughing and entertaining his "just a cold." 
So 


measles will probably continue to* destroy many 
precious lives that should be saved until health au- 
thorities muster sufficient courage to insist on the 
isolation of individuals who purport to have "just 
a cold." 
Dr. I. W. Brewer, referring to an epidemic of 


measles in Watertown, N. Y., in a paper read be- 
fore the conference of sanitary officers last spring 
said: 
"We must acknowledge that the socalled 


cold is the point of attack, and I hope to so im- 
press this community that before the next measles 
epidemic the people will see that all children- with 
colds are isolated, or at least excluded from school. 
I have been told that the public would never stand 
for it, but I believe they will as soon as they real- 
ize what it means."

More power to Dr. Brewer's 'executive ability!

Physical Education, who haa'directed 
the athletics of the college for twcn 
ty-seven years. Nothing in their ex- 
perience has ever led them to believe 
that athletics are Injurious to women, 
but then tho system at Vassar takes 
into account the fact that some girls 
are weaker and should therefore be 
less strenuous ^than others. This fact, 
however, is borne In mind in most 
institutions providing 'physical train- 
ing. 


"Vassar presents living proof of our 


system, Jn the daughters and grand- 
daughters \>f physically trained wom- 
en," continues Dr.' MacCracken. "If 
acquired traits were hereditary, wo 
might suppose that some of'the girls 
playing on our present teams inherited 
their skill in basketball and hockey, 
along with their splendid physique, 
•from their athletic mothers, while the 
sturdy babies of recent graduates ar- 
gue irrefutably -that 
the 
increased 


range of athletics in the last twenty 
years or so continues beneficial. 


"It has been stated that many ot 


the young women who are trained to 
become instructors in physical educa- 
tion suffer at childbirth. The type 
attracted to this work, because they 
es.ce! in it. have the narrow hips 
pelvis that naturally make 
mother- 


hood difficult. 
This build is not the 


result of athletes, but the girls who 
have this inherent characteristic can 
jump and run better than girls with 
widefTiips. 


"Tho objections of 
the 
English 


school people may be based on the mis- 
takes of their own system. In Eng- 
land rough games and roughness in 
games have been carried further than 
in America. Hockey, association foot- 
ball and cricket, as played by'English 
girls, are much more strenuous than 
our versions of hockey and basket- 
ball. 


"It is true, too, that the 
English 


system is more apt to nut each girl 
through the same training, regardless 
of individual differences. 
Here 
at 


Vassnr every girl Is examined by 
the doctor and the physical director 
when she.enters college, and her phy- 
sical work is prescribed according to 
her individual needs. A normal girl, 
physically sound, can take part"with 
profit in all the sports and gymnasium 
work, but the rgirl -who is-aftftormal 
or weak is-given special exercises and 
corrective work. Sometimes a girl will 
be required to come into gym every 
day for an/hour to lie on a mattigss 
and take1 deep breathing * exercises' 
This is physical training in her''par- 
ticular case. 


"The 
English girl is physically a 


harder type to deal with than - the 
American. .The popular idea of^.the 
English feminine type is baaed on-the 
drawings of Du Maurien tall, slight' 
and fair. In fact, the wiHowyiMaudes 
of England are far outnumbered' by 
short, heavy girls, who look almost 
squat to American eyes. They arc 
expecially numerous in the 
manu- 


facturing towns. ^This type:is apt to 
develop large, bunchy muscles...which' 
become flabby and degenerate unless 
they are constantly exercised. _This is 
a bnd thing, just as "overdevelopment 
of any part of the body is bad." 


In 
conclusion. Dr. 
MacCracken 


would hav* us consider the heavy 
work performed by the peasant wom- 
en In European countries—work en- 
tailing much more strenuous effort 
than feminine athletics—and yet wom- 
en, of this type seldom have 
any 


trouble in bearing children. In the 
face of such evidence. xthe argument 
of the Victorians obviously fails: nev-. 
erthcless. it should bo remembered 
that only a small percentage of our 
young women today have the slurdy. 
huild" of peasants and that athletics, 
like coiffures^ should be arranged al- 
ways to suit the Individual.
